A PROFITABLE GARBAGE PLANT. 


As an object lesson the garbage reduction works estblished 
by the parish of Shoreditch, London, England, is worth’study. 

The street, trade and household refuse is conveyed to the 
works, where it is distributed by electrical hoists upon tipping 
platforms, whend@e it is shot into the cells of a destructor. 
There it is exposed to a forced blast produced by motor-driven 
fans, some of which ventilate adjacent sewers and blow the 
gases into the furnace, thus helping to feed the flames, ss 

A new system of thermal storage economizes the heat. The (~: | 
steam generated is stored in boilers and is used to drive the 
engines and dynamos and to heat water furnished to baths 
and laundries. 

These works are designed to consume 20,000 tons of refuse 
yearly. 

A system of this kind can be made a source of numerous 
public services and so not only be operated without net cost, 
but actually yield a profit. 

The Council committee has not obtained the facts required. 
But assuredly enough definite information can be had to en- 
able the city to protect itself against a “holdup.”

Migsour!l undertakers will hereafter be 
known as morticians. 

They will igrore the term undertaker 
when applied to them. They think it Is 
beneath the dignity of their profession, 

In solemn convention assembled, Thurs- 
Gay afternoon, the Missouri Funeral DIi- 
rectors’ Association resolved that its mem- 
bers must be calied morticians. This term, 
in its estimation, has the dignity which 
undertaker has not. 

City Mortician M. H. Alexander was re- 
Sponsible for the resolution, having sug- 
gested it in a paper which he read immedi- 
ately preceding the action. The sugges- 
tion was reduced to a motion and was put 
before the convention. 

It was adopted only after a long debate 
in which several members declared them- 
peives ‘as*being opposed to the abandonment 
of any of the traditions of the profession, 
much less the name in which it had long 
gloried and prespered.

Has Become an Art. 

Funeral directing has become an art. 

It has been infused with the spirit of liv- 
ing progress, even though it is exercised 
only on the dead. 

The funeral of today is very 
from that of a few years ago. 

The difference indicates the expansion 
this doleful art has made. 

“Il was reared in the funeral directing art, 
my father having been the neighborhood un- 
dertaker,”’ said City Undertaker M. H. Al-

“In those days when a man in the neigh- 
borhood died, some of his re.atives came 
to father tor a coffin. They brought eith- 
er a cornstalk, straight stick or string with 
which they had measured his leng.a so 
that father might know the dimensions of 
the coffin they desired. 

“This measuring rod or string was invari- 
ably from a foot; to 18 inches too long for 
the body, but e Wybody believed in those 
days that a coffin should not fit the corpse 
too snugly. 

“father made the eoffin in a very crude 

fashion, 4s we should consider it now, fur- 
ished it with handles, and finished it in 
; wax. The relatives took it to the home of 
| the dead man, and that was the end of the 
|}task of the undertaker of that day. 
| “The friends and relatives did all’ the rest 
ef the work, They washed the body, dressed 
}it, watched over it through the night, sent 
| out the notices of the funeral, arranged for 
| the hauling of the body to the grave and at- 
tended to the numerous minor details that 
‘attend the preparation for the last rites 
| to the dead. 
_ “Embalming was not thought of. If it 
was desired to keep the remains untill rela- 
tives from a remote district should arrive. 
the body was packed jin ice and actually, in 
many cases, salted down. 

“The friends took’charge of the coffin 
at.the grave and attended to the lowering 
of it into the earth and the piling of the 
dirt upon it. There was always enough 
work in connection with a burial to occupy 
a good portion of the time of the nearest 
neighbors and friends. 

“Now, not everi the family its troubled 
with the arrangements. Its members are 
left to their grief while the body of the 
dead is prepared for interment or crema- 
tion in a scientific manner. 

“The undertaker’s telephone rings and he 
is told that he is wanted at a certain 
number. He knows for what he is wanted 
and he goes to the houBe with his em- 
balming fluid and an assistant. 

“The body is turned over to him. The 
neighbors are not bothered and they are 
not there to bother him. The family knows 
he will attend to the task properly and 
none of them its there to superintend his 
'work. He is left to his task with his as- 
| sistant, and he does his work speedily. 

“If the family will not allow the body 
'to be taken from the house to his place of 
business, he announces that he will return 
later and dress it. He consults them about 
the time of funeral and ascertains their 
wishes on all the principal points. He then 
proceeds to carry them out. 

“He procures the shroud, arranges for 
the carriares and hearse. sends out no- 
tices, buys the flowers, informs the clergy- 
man and pallbearers when they will be 
wanted, watches over the body, orders the 
digging of the grave and, finally, super- 
intends the interment as well as the pre- 
liminary arrangements. % 

“Neither the family nor the neighbors 
are called upon for ald. 

“Sometimes the latter call on the funeral 
day and render acceptable assistance in 
arranging flowers. But even this is not 
often done. The undertaker is prepared to 
do all 
do It. 

“TIT believe the funeral is as much of an 
art now as it will ever be. Very little im- 
srovement can be made in it. Nothing will 
e added to it and little taken away as 
long as the dead are held in reverence, 
and their relatives look upon the occasion 
of their demise as solemnly as they do now. 

“T do not believe the funeral car will be 
a success, not for a while anyway. 

“T have superintended three car funerals 
and I noted that the relatives were dissat- 
isfied with them. 

“Aside from the fact that no suitable 
method for ssaneporting the body from the 
house to tre car and from the car to the 
grave has been devised, the same degree of 
solemnity does not attend the street car 
funeral that is tn evidence when a body is 
buried in the old way. 

“If there ‘are children in the ear, they 
look out of the windows and smile, giving 
a comic coloring to the occasion.

“It le well enough to uncover heads at 
the grave in good weather. But when rain 
is falling or a blizzard blowing, it is un- 
healthy and, under such circumstances, 
should be abolished. 

“Gloves and crepe should be discarded. 
They make too great a show of grief. 

“I belleve professional pallbearers should 
be employed. They could do the work much 
better than the amateur and would relieve 
the friends of a great task. The respect 
of the latter for the dead would be just as 
appropriately expressed if they were hono- 
rary, instead of active, pallbearers."’
